Gamenine, may jullly be faid to be 
vice that is pregoant with mifery and 
ditrefs, not only to him who is guilty of 
it, but to them with whom he is more 
intimately conneted.

mifery. 

The Gaming-Table may juftly be faid

is bound to pronedl the wife of his bofom, 
nat only negleéts her, but treats her with 
contempt. View him returning from his 
mitnivht revelling, intoxicated with iqnor, 
and, like a fury, venting his rage upon his 
wite for the kefs of his money 5 while the 
in tears implores his mercy, and ina fup- 
plicating poltuse intreats hiro to provide 
tor histamily, which is flarving tor want 
of bread; while the moniter, deftitute ef 
every tender emotion, curfes the impor- 
‘unity of the children of his body, and 
abufes the wife of his bofom tor her tree- 
dom in telling him the neceffities of his 
tamily. “This, however ftrange and un- 
natural, many have found true by fad ex- 
perience. ‘Lhe heart rendered infenfible 
and deat to every fentiment of humanity 
and benevolence, by vicious inclinations 
and bad company, places man in a fitua- 
ticn below the brutes who perifh. He no 
longer finds amufement in the focial cir- 
cle ; innocence has no charms, for he is 
infenfible ; virtue to him is not comely, 
tor vice {ways the f{ceptre in his brealt ; a 
(tranger to domeltic happinefs, he finds 
nothing that will create enjoyment, nor 
does any thing but what confcience tells him 
will witnefs again{t him in another word.

From Cari’s Northern Summer. 

THE princely magnificence in which 
fome ot the Ruilian nobility live is prodi- 
ious. Having oceafion one day to find out 
a perfor who occupied a fuit of rooms 
inone of the great town hotels of Count 
Sheramat: ff, the Ruffian Duke of Bedford, 
we had an opportunity of fecing this enor- 
mous pile, in which a great number of re- 
frectable tamuilics refide,; and the rent, 
amourting to twenty thoufand rubles, is 
applied by its munificent lord, to the re- 
liet of the poor. Exclufive of another fu- 
perb ma: fion in the city, which he inhabits, 
ihe Count has a town on the road to Mof- 
cow,, cal'ed Paulova, containing about 
twothoufand five hundred houfes, and five 
churches : this place is the Birmingham 
of R fia, all the inhabitants of which are 
his fluves, who carry on an extentive trade 
onthe Cafpian Sea. In the neighbourhood 
ot this place, he has a palace rivalling Ver- 
falles in extent and {plendor. Many of 
his aves, all of whom adore him, have 
realized vaft fortunes, and difplay at their 
tables fumptuous fervices of platc, every 
coftly luxury, and have foreign maflers to 
teach their children. Though rolling in un- 
wieldy revenues, the Count is frequently 
embarraffed, from his princely munihcence;

lury, by exercifing the fovereign right 
which he has to raife the capitation-tax of 
his peafantry.
